Indianapolis. Feb. 10.—Th e legisla­ 
ture probably h eard th e last of anti­ 
subsidy legislation today wh en Sena­ 
tor Farber’s bill repealing all subsidy 
laws was killed by th e senate. 
Th e 
Interurbans probably offered more re­ 
sistance to th e anti-subsidy bills th an 
th e steam roads. 
A lobby h as been 
h ere several day s opposing th e Far- 
ber bill. 
Th ey are preparing to ask 
for subsidies for proposed interurban 
lines in th e south western part of th e 
state wh ere more roads are needed. 
Senator Powell of Logansport, moved 
th at th e c'arber bill be indefinitely 
postponed. 
Senator Farber wh o de 
fended It, said h e did not introduce it 
on beh alf of any steam roads but th at 
It simply represented h is own con­ 
victions. 
He declared th at th e princi­ 
ple of subsidies is essentially wrong 
in th at it permits a majority of th e 
people to vote money out of th e pock­ 
ets of th e minority and th at a sub­ 
sidy is simply “velvet” for th e pro­ 
moter. 
Senator Davis said th at per­ 
sonally h e does not iavor subsidies 
but th at h is constituents want th e 
righ t to vote th em. 
Senators Ulrey 
and Hendt e spoke in favor T>f th e bill 
and Senator Moore of Greencastle. 
and Parks against it. 
Th e final vote 
favoring indefinite postponement was 
th irty -four to eigh t. 


Th e Joint committee on cities and 
towns of th e senate and h ouse began 
nigh tly meetings last nigh t for final 
consideration of th e codification com­ 
mission’s municipal code.
